Yoti 
fay, my Lord, That confidering fome SeN 
vice wnich you know I had the good fbr^ 
tune to do the Pubiick fince my being in that 
Foft, and the Honour I have of being fb 
nearly related to Mr. Addifon (a Gentleman 
who was lately Secretary of State mkire^t 
BritMny and who is fo juftly efteemed by all 
Men) you cannot help being furprized at 
this Proceeding. Your Lordlhip is (b good 
to inform me, That it is commonly reported 
in Ireland^ I left the Kingdom without 
Leave from the Lordi Jufrices ; which, tho 
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your Lordfhip fays you can hardly believt^ 
you defire fome Account of this AfFair from 
my &!^ that ym may not be wboUy at a 
Jote hfnr to juftify my Cdiidud.

make a Mah^s felf Mafter of the Farms of 
Bufifiefsy there is nothing re(|ui(ite but a 
great deal of DHigence. It is this alone 
which I conceive I may lay Tome claim to^ 
having for almoft fcur Tears together been 
never abfent from the Office as many Dsys^ 
and having never been ten Miles from Dulh 
Un all the time I was in IrelMd. 

Within a Twelvemonth after my entring 
upon the Execution of my.Employment^the 
Fretender landed in Scotloftd; and tho Irelsf$d 
has formerly been the Seem of fo many Ae- 
keliiMs and k> much nto&Jfl^d^ yet inch was 
the Ftudenee and VigiktKe oitht then Lords 
^uftices, fo great was the Z^d which all the 
honefi Gentlemen of the Country exprefled 
for his Majefty*s Service, that every thing 
was not only kept quiet in that t^ngdom^ 
but they were enabled to fend feveral Re- 
giments to SeetUndy which proved a very 
tifnelj Reinforcement to the Army command- 
ed by his.Grace the Duke of Argjfle. 

The Hurry of Affairs was at this time 
fo great in England^ that we had fometimes 
Orders fent into Ireland, direding fuch or 
fuch a Regiment t;o be f^nt to SeotUnd^ 

witliout 
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without ever mentioning the FUce they 
\ were to Isnd at : and tho while the TtmP 
fart-Office fubflfted, there was always fome 
Peribn fmkuhurly commiflioned to take 
care of the Embarkation of Troops upon 
fuch Occafions; and tho (ince th^ Time 
there has been a FieU-Offar fent from Ef$g^ 
JdMd ex frefij on the fame Account^ yet in 
tbis Crifis of Jffdirsj tho the Charge of pro- 
viding Shipping^ &c. is dltpgjis defrayed hv 
GreM BritMH^ were was no Perfon commit 
iion^ from (his (ide of the Water to look 
^erit; I was therefore commanded by 
my Mafter^ the then Lords Juftices^ to 
find out proper Owners of Ships to contra£b 
withtlwm, &.C. tho it was a Bufinefs e^ 
tireh forngntomy Province. I did fo, andi 
win venture to affirm (for which 1 appeal 
to the Accompts in the EngliJB Treafury> 
that never were Forces before tranfported 
from Jreldnd to an^ part of Gres^t- Brit sin. at 
jTo cheafz. Rate. I was fo little verfed in 
Charguig Money for Extrgordinsurj Services^ 
that I never either demanded or received one 
Farthing upon this Account. 

About the fame time^ upon a Reprefen- 
tation from the^ Lords Juuices of Ireland^ 
Ihewinp to how much Danger the King- 
dom might be expofed by the withdrawing 
fo many of their Regular Troops, unlefe 
they might be permitted to fupply their 
places fomf other way| there was leave gi- 
ven 
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ven for them to raifethe MHitisy (an Expe- 
dient that had not been ufed talttUnd fot 
above twenty Years before) which Sir Coa- 
fitntitu Pbiffs had openly oppofed/ and laM 
it down for a Mtxm, Tikt it was next 
door to Ht^Tredfattf and direfVly againft 
za AGt of Farlianient. 

There is no Gentlemah whobss been ao^

Majefty would make, loptg before they. had 
the Happinefs to become hisSubjed^-.:;^e 
had for a long time before governed a :N^t 
tiQn whei^e he was sbfblutey with the fame 
^uftUe z,nd HamMisjy.zs if his Power had 
been reftrained by our own Magna. Chart a ; 
it was th\s^ that gave him the Jffuri/fc^ to 
travel i^quently t.wenpy or thirty Leagues 
ifl his Elei^^orate^ only attended with a fi^gie\ 
Servant : His Heart, conffiious of its own • 
Integrity, told him, th^ Jj^eil^ions pf his Peo^[ 
fU wciQi Ills Jirqngefi Gaards '^ and that he- 
aeed not ber follicitous about a Life which 
it was the Intereji of every Man in his Do- 
minions to preferve. It was this that i^nade^ 
him the moji beloved of Pfinces, and 'drew 
Tears from the Eyes of a whole PeopUxyhea . 
they found he was refolved to leave them r 
their AfFeftions were indeed engaged tO; 
him by the Jir^nge/i Ties of IntereH and Gra^ 
titude. He had, by his Prudence and For- 
titude, eftabliflied the Eleiioral Dignity in- 
his own Family, and brought the Electorate 
it felf to be, both for Riihes 2in^ Power ^ the 
Second Proteftant State in all Germany^ He 
is faid to have perfectly well underftood' 
the fever al Br arches of his Revenue^ and to ; 
have managed his Finances with the fame . 
Eafe and Regularity that a fenfible Country^
